JOURNAL 

OF 

DR.  C 0 IV  D £ R T 

(Continued.) 

July  15 — The  Bafliaw,  his  wives  and 
guards  removed  to  his  country  leaf  at 
his  garden. — The  feafon  warm  and  our 
dole  confinement  continued.  We  pur- 
chafed  figs,  water-melons,  mulk-mclons 
and  cucumbers. 

July  16 — I was  called  to  vilit  the 
Balhaw's  oldelt  fon,  the  Bey  ot  1 ripoli 
(termed  the  Prince  Wales  of  Tripoh,  by 
the  Englifo  Conful)  at  his  palace,  a- 
bont  three  miles  from  town.  I found 
him  in  a lofty  and  airy  apartment,  lying 
on  a matrafs,  and  lurrouuded  by  his 
attendants.  I preferibed  for  him  and 
■was  highly  entertained  in  the  Turkilh 
ftyle.  Saw  two  old  women,  laid  to 
have  been  a former  Balhaw’s  wives. 

July  19 — The  Bey  was  well  enough 
to  return  to  Tripoli.  He  called  at  the 
door  of  Our  prifon,  which  was  unlocked 
and  the  bolts  and  bars  unloofed.  I was 
conducted  to  him  when  he  expreffed 
gnat  farisfaction  at  having  recovered 
his  health,  thanked  me  for  my  attend- 
ance, and  promifed  to  ^alleviate  our 
misfortunes  as  far  as  was  in  his  power. 
1 was  then  fent  back  to  prifon.  The 
Balhaw  fpent  a day  alternately  in  town, 
on  account  of  the  expeded  attack  by 
the  Americans. 

July  31 1 was  carried,  with  my 

trunk  and  bed,  to  the  caftle,  where  a 
vvfoom  was  provided  forme,  and  the  Bafli- 
R aw  i informed  me  that  I muft  attend  the 
'■*  Americans  and  his  family  as  a phyfi- 
cian. 

August  3 — The  American  fquadron, 
tinder  commodore  Preble,  confiding  of 
one  frigate  (the  Conftitution)  two  brigs, 
three  fchooners  and  feven  gun-boats,  at 
about  2 o’clock  p.  M.  commenced  an 
attack  on  the  batteries  and  gun-boats 
of  Tripoli.  I (food  on  the  top  of  the 
Caftle,  where  I had  a fair  view  of  the 
^i^gagement.  Three  of  the  enemy’s 
^^uvboats  were  captured  by  the  Amer- 
ican?. Two  Turks  (warn  on  (hore,  and 
were  carried  before  the  Balhaw,  who 
gave  them  a fuit  of  clothes  and  a few 
dollars.  They  faid  that  many  were 
killed  on  both  lides. 

August  5--The  American  fquadron 
anchored  off  Tripoli.  I was  ordered  to 
drefs  the  wound  of  a Mameluke,  who 
had  his  hand  fomered  by  the  burfting 
of  a bluiiderbiifs.  I amputated  all  his 
fingers  but  One  with  a dull  knife,  and 
dreffed  them  in  a bungling  manner,  in 
hopes  of  lofng  my  credit  as  a furgeon 
in  this  part  of  the  Country,  fbr  I ex- 
pafted  to  have  my  hands  full  of  wound- 
ed Turks  in  confequence  of  the  exploits 
»f  my  brave  countrymen. 

August  9 — AP'about  12  o’clock  the 
alarm  gun  of  Tripoli  was  fired.  The 
Tripolitans  all  took  their  dations,  and 
went  through  the  Mahometan  prayer, 
by  kneeling  and  killing  the  ground 
feveral  times,  with  their  faces  toward 
the  ea(V,  all  with  as  much  regularity 
as  the  exercife  of  a well  difeiplined  ar- 
my. Their*  military  manoevering  was 
a feene  of  the  utmod  confufion.  I got 
permifuon  to  go  on  the  top  of  the  cadle, 
where  I had  a mod  extenfive  view  of 
the  fea  and  land,  and  faw  the  Ameri- 
can fquadron  approaching  the  town. 
,At  about  10  o’clock  the  attack  com- 
jner.ced,  and  the  battle  foon  became 
■vigorous,  with  a tremendous  canona- 
iding  on  both  (ides,  I now  beheld  the 
.jnelancholy  catadrophe  of  the  explofion 
of  one  of  our  gun-boats.  I-  faw  the 
‘mangled  bodies  of  my  countrymen  pre- 
cipitated into  the  air.  For  a few  ino- 
'ments  a general  -filcnce  took  place, 
when  the  firing  recommenced  with  un- 
abated vigor.  I faw  the  died s explode, 
and  fet  fire  to  the  town  in  many  places  : 
but  the  houfes  being  principally  built  of 
done,  mud  and  mortar,  the  fire  did  blit 
little  dajpage.  The  [hells  and  foot, 
however,  .battered  the  town  very  much, 
and  almoft  dedroyed  fome  of  the  houfes. 
The  firing  ceafed  at  about  4 P.  M. 
when  the  diip  John  Adams  joined  the 
fquadron.  The  Balhaw  has  a bomb 
pi  oof  room  in  his  cadle,  where  he  daid 
during  the  adVion.  On  hearing  of  the 
explofion  of  our  gun-boat,  he  ventured 
out  to  take  a [5eep,  with  the  precaution 
of  having  a Maralsiwt  or  pried,  to  feal 
a fmall  piece  of  paper  on  the  top  of 
his  head,  with  a Turkilh  or  Mahome- 
tan fcrawl,  with  affurances  that  it  would 
entirely  fecure  him  from  all  danger  ; 
but  he  foon  returned  to  his  cell.  The 
Turks  all  wear  a paper  of  this  kind, 
fewed  up  in  a little  velvet  bag',  with  af- 
furances  from  the  Marabewt  that  it  will 
proteft  them  in  the  greated  danger. 
The  Marabewtgets  a fum  of  money  for 
tliele  bleffings.  If  a Turk  gets  wounded 
or  killed,  it  is  fuppofc  the  blelTed  paper 
was  too  old  or  not  placed  in  a proper 
manner.  In  the  time  of  adfion,  the 
Marabewts  get  upon  lome  fecure,  place 
and  cry  to  Mahomet  in  the  mod  difnal 
yells  to  let  them  conquer  their  enemies  ; 
and  beckon  to  the  velVels  to  run  on  llrore 
or  be  dedroyed.  Such  of  our^crew  as 
were  able,  were  put  to  work,  and  drove 
about  like  horfes  or  mules.  -j 

August  10*- Lewis  Kexmer,  who 
lately  turned  Turk,  went  by  order  of 
\ the  Balhaw  and  told  Capt.  Baittbridge, 
the  particulars  of  the  two  late  actions. 
The  Bilhaw  informed  me  that  the  'ate 
commander  of  the  fchoonerVixen,lieut 
Smith,  was  commodore  of  the  gun  boat. 


in  the  late  aCfion,  and  was  killed  by  a Arabs  find  Guinea  negroes,  dancebefore 


iiiulket  (hot  through  his  Head.  Our  men 
complained  of  being  drove  and  beat  a- 
bout  at  an  unmerciful  rate,  in  confe- 
quence of  which  they  petitioned  the 
Bafoaw,  jn  the  following  terms  : 

To  bis  Excellency  the  Grand  Bashaw 
of  Tripoli,  The  petition  of  the  whole  of 
the  American  prifoners  mod  humbly 
flieweth, 

That  your  humble  petitioners,  when 
doing  with  all  their  power,  as  they  are 
commanded,  are  mod  cruelly  beaten  by 
our  wardens,  (toned;  intuited,  and  fpit 
upon  by  the  foldiers  and  others  ; requir- 
ed to  carry  burthent  impoffible  forus  to 
fudain  ; and  chafed  and  i^ri5fed,^ntil 
we  are  or  foon  (hall  be  un 
at  all. 

For  the  many  ads  of  jul 
and  generality  we  ha\  m "SfTp^cnced 
from  your  excellency,  we  cans'  fup- 
pofe  that  fuch  conduCl  is  authorifed 
your  command:  or  that  we  l%\[d 
punifoed  for  what  is  out  of  ou 
to  perform  ; or  the  actions  of  dthers, 
which  we  have  no  agency  in  and  which 
we  cannot  prevent. 

Returning  your  excellency  our  fincere 
and  humble  thar.ks  for  your  bounty  and 
privileges  heretofore  (hewn,  and  relying 
on  your  goodnefs  for  protection  we 
therefore  mod  humby  pray,  that  your 
excellency  would  interpole  your  royal 
authority  and  grant  us  a fpeedy  relief. 
And  your  petitioners  as  in  duty  bound, 
will  remain  your  excellency’smod  hum- 
ble, faithful,  and  obedient  fervants. 

On  the  petition’sbeing  explained  to  the 
Balhaw  by  Heximer  (or  Hamet  Ameri 
can,  his  name)  the  Balhaw  forbid  the 
Turks  driking  the  prifoners,  X 

August  1 1— The  Balhaw  fent  f°rl\ 
and  agreeably  to  his  orders,  I took  wj 
feat  by  his  fide.  He  began  converfa- 
tion  about  my  country,  8c  our  fquadron, 
which  was  then  in  light,  and  confided 
of  eighteen  fail.  He  faid  for  two  dol- 
lars he  could  repair  all  the  damages  that 
the  bombardment  did  to  his  town — that 
but  one  man  was  hurt  by  the  fliells — 
that  what  he  had  been  offered  for  the 
Ameiican  prifoners  was  about  5 dollars 
per  man — that  he  would  make  them 
earn  that  fum  in  two  months.  He  alk- 
ed  me  what  I thought  my  countrymen 
would  give  for  me.  I irrfflLBfoi  I did 
not  know.  He  faid  he  woi®>jn>t  take 
twenty  thoufand  dollars  for  me  ; to 
which  I replied,  I might  then  expedt 
to  remain  in  flavery  for  life.  He 
patted  me  on  the  fooulder  and  faid  I 
mud  then  content  myfelf  to  day  with 
him.  I alked  to  go  and  fee  our  men, 
but  he  refufed,  faying  the  Moors  and 
Arabs  would  kill  me  if  they  could 
catch  me. 

August  12 — Our  fquadron  holfted  a 
flag  of  truce,  fent  in  a brig  and  fchoon- 
er,  and  fired  a gun..  The  Balhaw  did 
not  and  fwore  he  would  not  anfwer  it  ; 
and  faid  he  would  not  treat  with  com- 
modore Preble.  A truce,  however, 
was  afterwards  held— -Conful  O'Brien, 
wilhed  to  come  on  foore,  but  was  re- 
fused. 

August  12 — Another  truce  was  held 
when  the  Balhaw  demanded  one  million 
of  dollars  for  our  ranfom.  One  hun- 
dred and  twenty  thoufand  dollars  were 
offered  and  refufed. 


him,  according  to  the  mode  of  their 
retpe&ive  countries,  at  which  he  feemed 
highly  diverted. 

August  19— Between  9 and  10  ofolock 
in  the  evening,  Mr.  Church,  a 
refpc&able  Englilh  gentleman  was  foot 
through  the  head-in  the  flreet,  on  his 
return  from  vifiting  his  neighbors. 

August  24— -In  the  morning  between 
2 o’clock  and  daylight,  two  of  our  fmall 
veflels  hove  about  thirty  foells,  as  was 
fuppofed,  for  the  round  fort,  but  they 
all  fell  Ihort  of  the  mark.  Such  attempts 
ferved  rather  to  encourage  than  to  in- 
timidate the  Tripolitans  -T  and  the 
Balhaw  was  in  high  fpirits  o*|  th%  oc- 
.caiioii. 

August  26 — At  about  4 o'c^c 
M.  the  fellow  who  murdered  !*Ir. 
was  executed  near  the  lpot  where  the 
crime  was  committed.  It  heretofore 
had  been  a culfom  in  this  country,  where 
a perfon  had  committed  murder,  to  fly 
to  the  tomb  of  a Marabewt  (or  prieR) 
where  they  were  protected  from  juftice, 
and  a fee  to  a Marabewt  would  procure 
them  abfolution.  The  fellow  fled  to  a 
place  of  this  kind  immediately  after 
killing  Mr.  Church.  The  Englilh  con- 
ful Mr.  Langfoid,  on  being  informed 
of  this  murder,  addrefled  the  Balhaw 
and  demanded  jullice.-  The  Balhaw 
then  found  out  by  a boy  who  accompan- 
ied the  murderer  when  he  committed 
the  crime,  the  particulars  of  the  affair  ; 
and  immediately  fent  a file  of  men  and 
ordered  them  to  prevent  any  perfon 
from  carrying  food  or  drink»\  the^pur- 
derer.  They  watched  him 
when  the  Balhaw  fent  hi 
who  coaxed  him  away,  brol%ht  urn 
to  the  cadle  and  confined  him  in  irons. 
The  next  day  the  Balhaw  called  his 
divan,  when  it  was  decided  that  the 
prifoner  was  guilty  of  wilful  murder, 
and  ought  to  fuffer  death.  It  appeared 
by  the  evidence  and  confelfion  of  the 
prifoner,  that  Mr.  Church  had  lent  a 
fum  of  money  to  a Spanilh  carpenter  in 
this  place  ; that  Mr.  Church  had  preff- 
ed  h im  for  payment  ; and  that  the  car- 
penter’s wife  hired  the  Turk  to  kill  Mr. 
Church  for  forty  dollars.  The  villain 
took  his  watch  from  his  pocket  after  he 
had  foot  him.  The  boy  who  had  ac 
companied  him,  and  carried  a lantern, 
was  baflinadoed  with  500  blows.  The 
carpenter’s  wife  was  ordered  *to  leave 
Tripoli.

We  fuppofed  they  were  men 
who  had  been  deltroyed  by  the  explo- 
fion of  the  gun  boat,  in  the  engage 
ment.  I alked  permiffion  to  go  with 
two  or  three  of  our  men  and  bury  them, 
and  the  Balhaw  told  me  I might 
next  day.  Our  fquadron  lay  at 
off  the  harbor.  The  inhabitants 
chiefly  moved  out  of  the  t-own,  f< 
of  another  bombardment  ; am 
Bafoaw  ate,  drank  and  ftept  in  his 
bomb  proof  room.  Several  tribes  of 
the  back  country  inhabitants  hadlately 
come  in  and  offered  their  fervices  to  the 
Bafoaw — in  all  not  more  than  one  thou- 
fand men.  Many  of  them  had  mulkets 
without  locks,  but  had  a fort  of  match 
to  put  fire  to  them.  They  were  almolt 
naked,  half  flarved  and  without  difeip- 
line.  When  they  are  going  to  battle, 
or  appear  before  the  Bafoaw,  they  run 
to  and  fro,  (baking  their  rully  mulkets 
over  their  heads,  all  crying  Holco  ut 
Buoy  ? (I  am  my  father’s  fon)  every 
tribe  has  a prieft,  or  what  they  call 
Marabewt , whofe  badge  is  a-fmall  green 
flag  which  is  carried  in  his  hand  or 
(luck  up  at  his  tent.  They  pretend 
great  (kill  in  prophecy,  in  which  the 
people  put  the  utmoft  faith.  They  pro 
ph.*  fy  great  fuccefs  in  battle ; and  for 
a fmall  fum  of  money,  enfure  any  man 
againll  wounds  or  death  in  fighting 
a Chriftian.  They  often  get  on  emin- 
ences, and  beckon  and  ling  to  the  A- 
merican  velVels  to  run  on  foore.  They 
prophefied  that  another  American  vef- 
fel  was  to  go  on  the  rocks,  and  the 
bafoaw  fully  believed  it. 

August  18 — Was  not  permitted  to 
bury  our  dead.  Our  fquadron 
to  fea.  At  evening  the  Bafli' 
to  his  country  feat,  and  the  Be 
to  keep  the  throne  till  his  fathe 
turn.  They  never  both  leavr^tlfe  fia 
tie  at  once.  When  the  bafliaw  lea' 
it,  the  gates  are  Unit  until  his  retu 
for  fear  of  incurfions  upon  the  throne.
